membrane. 

8. (Currently amended) A method for enhancing movement of an active particle across a 
lipid membrane, comprising a administering the composition of claim 4 to said membrane 
MTLP activ e particl e compl e x, wherein the peptide M TLP enhances movement of the active 
particle across the lipid membrane. 
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9 . (Canceled) A method for id e ntifying a derivativ e of a MTLP having enhanc e d ability to 
transport an activ e agent across a lipid m e mbran e , wh e r e in th e derivativ e of th e MTLP comp e t e s 
for transport of fMLP across a membran e s e l e cted from the group consisting of a c e ll m e mbran e , 
an intracellular membrane, the apical and basal membran es of an e pithelial c e ll lay e r. 

10. (Canceled) Th e membrane of claim 9, wherein the epithelial c e ll lay e r is a polariz e d 
e pith e lial c e ll lay e r. 

11. (Currently amended) A method for treating a pathological disorder in an animal, 
comprising orally administering to the animal in need of such treatment the composition of claim 
4 a complex select e d from the group consisting of a MTLP active agent compl e x and a MTLP 
activ e particle compl e x, wherein an amount of the active agent effective to treat the pathological 
disorder is moved across the gastrointestinal epithelium of the animal into the circulation. 

12. (Previously presented) A composition according to Claim 4, wherein the active agent is a 
viral DNA particle. 

13. (Currently amended) A composition according to Claim 12, wherein the DNA is in th e 
form of complexed with a membrane translocating peptide ( MTLPVcoated liposome. 

14. (Currently amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a peptide the 
composition according to Claim 2 and a pharmaceutical carrier. 

1 5 . (Previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1 4, adapted for 
oral administration.
